FIFER’S STRENGTH GROWING, 


Will Probably Be Nominated by Acclama- 
tion Before the End of the Roll-Call, 

There 1s little change to note in the actual 
political situation since yesterday, thougu 
some interesting developments are promised. 
The Fifer strength has been growing, and 
good judges now predict his nomination. Fhe 
threat of the Pavey men to go to Longenecker 
because some of the Fifer leaders are support- 
ing Stassen has fallen flat. Pavey cannot 
control his delegates, he cannot transfer 
them; do his best he could not reduce the 
Fifer follewing a dozen votes. On the other 
hand, the Stassen German Luther- 
ans opposed to Fifer until recently are 
now prepared to support him. Notable 
instances of this change in sentiment are Rep- 
os aay te Pra 
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lins. He is now for Fifer. He is the most 
active of Stassen lieutenants and has been 
doing splendid work. The German-American 
delegates in every delegation will support 
Stassen, and most of them will support Fifer. 

It is not likely that a vote on the Governor- 
ship will be reached tomorrow. When it is

the candidates placed in nomination will 
be Fifer, Longenecker, and, perhaps, Clark. 
Longenecker may get 200 to 250 votes. Fifer 
will get about 1,000 votes and Clark from 30 
to 40. Before the roll call is finished Fifer’s 
nomination will probably be made by accla- 
mation. This will not be pleasant to the Cul- 
lom men, who have fought Fifer bitterly from 
the beginning. They must acquiesce in the 
decision of the convention, however, and will 
try to make it appear that they were not at 
any time opposed to the Governor’s renomina- 
tion. But Fifer’s friends know better and will 
act accordingly. 

The Governorship combat being practically 
decided the interest today gatherpd around 
the contest for the Auditorship. Mr. Stassen 
has made an excellent. canvass. His friends, 
Maj. Woods, Capt. Marshall, Mr. Strassheim 
of the Cook County delegation, Mr. Thie- 
mann of Elk Grove, and Mr. Wilke 
worked most energetically and effectually, 
The delegations from many of the counties in 
the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, ana Ninth Congres- 
sional Districts are now pledged to their 
candidate. The delegation from the Eighth 
District will practically be solid for Stassen, 
and Cook County will give him a decisive 
majority. 

Pavey's Record Against Him. 

Pavey's record, as set forth in Tun Trrseung 
today, was the general subject of discussion 
this afternoon and it was admitted, even by 
some of his staunchest friends, that it would 
not be wise to nominate him; that a nomina- 
tion would not mean an election by any 
means and that it would imperil the success 
of the rest of the ticket. The friends of the 
other candidates began to see this and the 
Payey stock began to decline and the Stassen 
stock to advance. Equally potent with the 
argument based on Pavey’s record was the 
one that a German-American should be 
placed on the ticket. Every delegate ad- 
mits the advisability of this course. It is 
pointed out that in every Presidential year, 
at every biennial election in fact, a German-

FIFER READY FOR A FIGHT, 


Ready to Protect All His Rights Before 
the Convention, 

The leaders of the majority, the Fifer-Hertz- 
Willits men, held a conference late last night 
which lasted into this morning to take such 
measures as were deemed necessary to pro- 
tect their rights in the organization of the con- 
vention tomorrow. The leaders of the minor- 
ity—the Cullom men—have been plotting and 
planning for several days to secure control of 
the committees, particularly those on resolu- 
tions, the selection of delegates-at-large, and 
on permanent organization. Apparently 
the leaders of the majority were 
doing nothing, while Mr. Matthews, Mr. 
Tanner, and Mr. Long Jones were active. 
This was a mistake; the majority men were 
watchful, and last night proceeded to or- 
ganize. When the delegates meet tomorrow 
by districts to select their committeemen it 
will be found that Gilbert, Mesick, Neff, Lor- 
imer, Murphy, Brown, Dement, and Ray- 
mond are fully a match for their opponents in 
tactics. The main interest will be in the se- 
lection of the committee to select delegates- 
at-large. Senator Cullom wants to lead the 
delegation from Illinois at Minneapolia. To 
the end that he may. the Tanner-Jones- 
Matthews combination will seek to control the 
Committee on Delegates. Messrs. Gilbert,. 
Messick, Raymond, and the other Fifer men 
think that ex-Gov. Oglesby ought 4o lead the 
delegation and that Mr. Cullom ought to be 
satisfied with the United States Senatorship. 
There will be an animated contest in the con- 
vention on this issue. 

Ex-Congressman Cannon, who is rather 
deeply interested in the welfare of the dele- 
gates from the eastern counties of the State 
arriving here nowadays, made some observa- 
tions yesterday apropos of the desire of Mr. 
Cullom to take everything in sight which are 
worthy of record. “If you give me the 
United States Senatorship,”’ said Mr. Cannon 
to a group of friends. I will permit the other 
fellows to have the honor of* being convertion 
delegates and all that.” 

It is believed that a majority of the com- 
mittee to select delegates will act in the spirit 
of Mr. Cannon’s remarks. There is little 
doubt in any event that the committee will 
recommend Richard J. Oglesby to lead the 
Illinois delegation, and Mr. Cullom can count 
himself fortunate if he secures a place on the 
list. 

The conference referred to adjourned at an 
early hour this morning until 11 o’clock this 
evening, when the consideration of 
the details of the organization and 
other matters were taken up. There is a feel- 
ing among the more aggressive leaders of the 
majority that the Cullom men ought to expect 
no favors from them. The Cullom men 
fought Fifer and Hertz to the full extent of 
their power; they only gave up when they 
were beaten. Now they want to obtain for 
their leader one of the choicest honors the 
convention has to bestow. That is pushing 
things too far in the opinion of the aggressive 
majority men. They will resist and they 
think successfuly.

Pari passu with this statistical statement 
the cry is growing louder for more public institu- 
tions to house che incapabie, and it is urged that 
all stigma should be removed from them. 

In visiting one of these institutions a short 
time since, in one of the wards | saw a little child 
moving about with the aid of a chair, its body 
being too big and heavy for its legs; in another 
ward a nurse, who was carrying a baby covered 
with scrofuious sores, asked me if I would adopt 
it. The baby had no one to claim it and they 
were only waiting to find some one who would 
take charge it. There were cases of hip disse; 
some had been successfully operated upon. 
There was one with spina bifida. 
The doctor took great pride in showing me a 
child on whom he had just operated for hare-lip. 
What is the destiny of these children? They re- 
quire able-bodied nurses from their birth and 
able-bodied physicians to spend their valuable 
time over them. They are scarcely ever able to 
shift for themselves, they are a care all their 
lives, and at last swell the ranks of the one in five 
who die in the hospital, the workhouse, or pauper 
lunatic asylum. 

The High Priestess f Her Faith.

The allega- 
tion is made that part of the State is infested 
by a large and organized band of cattle 
thieves, and that if the court does not inter- 
vene and restrain the defendants a conflict 
must necessarily ensue. Their application 
asks that summonses be issued to the defend- 
ants ordering them to appear and show cause 
why the injunction should not be made per- 
petual.

Mayor Smith Acknowledges Defeat — Riots 
at the Polls, 

Sr. Pat., Minn., May 3.— Special. |—The 
city election took place today, The indica- 
tions at this hour are that the Democratic ring 
has been overwhelmingly defeated and.that 
the whole Republican city ticket is elected. 
Mayor Smith confesses himself beaten by 
Col. Wright, the Republican and Citizens’ 
candidate. L. C. Cardy, the Republican can- 
didate for Controller, indorsed by the Citizens, 
runs far ahead of Wright. Miller, Repub- 
lican, for Treasurer, is also elected, the vote 
for Bonholzer, Democrat, and Dreise, Citi- 
zens’ candidate, being about equal. The As- 
sembly and Board of Aldermen are in doubt, 
and the result will not be knowa for some 
time. The Republicans and Citizens 
have won a victory against - fearful 
odds. With the election machinery 
almost wholly in the hands of the 
Democrats, the conduct ot the election was a 
travesty on government by the people. In 
many of the precincts hired gangs of thugs 
and blacklegs, supported by the police force, 
controlled the elections by brute force, and 
disfranchised hundreds of voters who had 
gone to the polling-places to register against 
the methods of the gang. 

In the Ninth and Third Wards the abuses 
were the must flagrant, and the Democrats 
openly violated the provssions uf the Austral- 
ian law. It was thought that the provisions 
law, _as amended, would make 
the election an honest one. And it might 
have been had not the police sup- 
ported the judges in their illegal 
work, and where the police force, dressed in 
citizens’ clothes, could do their dirty work, 
they stood quietly by andsaw a gang of thugs, 
gamblers, and bruisers of the Democratic 
stripe assault Republican voters who were at- 
tempting to reach the polls.

RESULTS IN INDIANA. 


Gratifying Republican Gains Shown Wher 
ever Political Lines Were Drawn. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 3.— Returns from 
charter elections in this State are coming in 
slowly, indicating a large vote. Republican 
gains are reported wherever political lines were 
drawn. Fort Wayne, a Democratic stronghold, 
and the scat of Republican discontent, has 
elected seven Councilmen out of ten. Vir- 
cennes, a Democratic stronghold, shows heavy 
Republican gains. The Greencastle Repub- 
licans madeaclean sweep, with one excep- 
tion, where Democrats were elected by two 
majority. The Prohibition vote, usually strong, 
was very light. Kokomo showed an average 
gain in majority of 310. Martinsville elected 
the entire Republican ticket. Shelby- 
ville reversed the Democratic Council 3 to 1, 
it standing 1 to 3 Democratic before. 
Monticello weat Republican for the first time 
in twenty years. Bloomington and Peru re- 
rt Republican gains and Delhi elected the 
epublican ticket with one exception.

E. Dodge of Racine, Secretary of State Cun- 
ningham, and many others of the leading 
lights of the Wisconsin Democracy. Fifteen 
minutes later Gov. Peck and State Treasurer 
Hunner put in an appearance at the hotel. 
The Governor had come in from Madison on 
the same train with Senator Vilas, but he was 
content to walk from the depot. The Gov- 
ernor was given the same cordial reception as 
attended the Senator on his arrival. 

The Democratic clans are gathering for to- 
morrow’s convention, which will elect dele- 
gates to the national convention and nomi- 
nate the State Electoral ti¢ket.

there was something wrong and the Sergeant 
entered the house —a two-story cottage.

A Scene ot Horror. 

The house was tidy. The narrow hall lead 
ing to the kitchen was neat. In that room a 
kettle was simmering on a fire and the officer 
could see nothing wrong. He opened a door 
leading into a small room west of the 
kitchen. The furniture wasin great confusjon. 
The blind of the single window was drawn, 
but besides the condition of the furniture 
nothing wrong was seen. As he advanced 
towards the window Sergt. Kennedy slipped 
on the floor. Then he raised the blind and 
saw blood half an inch deep over the floor. 
Around on the walls he noted the bloody im- 


prints of hands. The ceilimgs were 
splashed with blood, a heap of 
blood-besmeared clothing was thrown 


in the darkest corner. The officer pulled it 
away and exposed to view the body of Bridget 
Walsk. Aj bloody knife lay alongside of it, 
while a pair of scissors was sticking from her 
right breast. They had been driven in seven 
inches by a cruelly strong blow. But it was 
not until the officer secured a light that the 
full horror of the method of the woman’s 
taking off was revealed to him. There were 
on her face half a dozen cuts, and one of the 
sockets was bare of the eye. On the throat 
and neck were as many more cruel gashes. 
There were three stabs over the heart and 
long shallow cuts were drawn over the wom- 
an’s breast.

Still More Frightful Wounds, 


The officer continued the examination and 
was horrified to find the abdumen torn open 
in several places, the wounds being so lar 
that the intestines protruded.

But * Kennedy was not long in finding 
a clew. The neighbors told him a man, whom 
they knew by sight, had spent the afternoon 
at the house, leaving at about 4:30 o' clock. 
None of them seemed to know the man, but 
one told that he was often a caller at the 
Walsh home. A little girl was the one who 
said she had seen the man going away about 
4:30 o’clock. Before he came out of the 
house he had pulled down the blinds. She 
described the man, and a woman told that 
she had seen the same kind of a man going to 
Patrick Cusack’s grocery across the way for 
beer, and that Mrs. Walsh had made a trip 
there for the same purpose. 

**Why, yes, the nan was Thomas Walsh, 
nephew of Michael,” said Annie Cusack, 
standing behind the counter of her father’s 
store. “Mrs. Walsh came in here 
and got beer herself during the 
afternoon, and then about 4 o’clock 
Tom came. He told me that he wanted a 
good quart, as it was tor Mrs. Walsh, and he 
said something about its being the last she 
would get, or something of that kind.“ 

Sergt. Kennedy summoned several officers 
from the station and put them in charge of the 
house, which had been surrounded by a great 
crowd of the morbidly curious and the neigh- 
bors. Then he called the detective force of 
the district into action, and the hunt for 
Thomas Walsh began. 

Arrest of the Murderer. 

Officers J. J. O’Donnell and John Moore 
of the Maxwell Street Station arrested the 
murderer at 100’clock last night as he was 
about to enter his parents’ house at No. 143 
Washburne avenue, Officer Moore lives at 
the Maxwell Street Station. He heard the 
story of the discovery of the body at 5 o’clock 


‘and with OfficerJ. J. O'Donnell he was detailed 


on the case. The two men visited the house 
where the murder was committed. From 
— they learned that Tom Walsh, a 
nephew of the woman’s husband, had been 
seen leaving the house shortly after 4 o’clock. 
Both policemen knew Walsh as a lazy, shift- 
less, and drunken fellow who had caused more 
or less trouble in the neighborhood by his dis- 
orderly conduct, and they at once came to the 
decision that he was the man they wanted. 
They went direct to his parents’ 
home, No. 143 Washburne avenue, and 
asked if Tom had been at home during the 
afternoon, Mrs. Walsh, the mother, who is a 
respectable woman, replied that she had not 
seen her son since morning and insisted upon 
knowing what the strangers wanted. The two 
policemen, who were in citizen’s dress, said 
they desired to see her son on important 
business and would await his return. 

A few minutes before 10 o’clock Officer 
Moore saw Tom coming down Washburne ave.- 
nue from the direction of Throop street, walk- 
ing in the middie of the road. The 
two men advanced to meet him, 
grabbed his arms, and walked him over 
to the electric light on the corner. The 
prisoner had known Officer Moore for the last 
twenty years, and he asked in a disinterested 
way what was wanted.

And his confidence in her was more fully es- 
tablished by the confession of the nephew, 
driven to murder because of the resentment 
of an insult. :

The Confession of the Murderer. 

For the first time since his arrest in front of 
his mother’s house the prisoner showed signs 
of nervousness. His fin 
restless manner as he slowly replied :

Walsh told all the horrible details of the 
murder without a shudder. During the entire 
confession a smile played about his inouth as 
he watched the effect the story of his act ex- 
erted on his listeners. The confession as he 
made it was as follows: a 

J went up to Mike's house quite early in 
the afternoon and found Bridget in the house 
alone. We staid there a longtime. I got 
drunk. Then I made some remark and 
Bridget got mad at it and started for the lit- 
tle bedroom next to the kitchen. I gotup 
and followed her, and made some more re- 
marks that seemed to anger her much more, 
and she suddenly struck me in the face with 
her fist. A minute later she hit me again 
harder than the first time, and then I got rav- 
ing mad. I ran back to the kitchen 
table, grabbed a knife that was lying 
there, chased her back into the corner o 
the bed room and commenced to stab her. I 
stabbed her lots of times in the face, and neck, 


long, because in fifteen minutes after I com. 
menced I was all through. She didn’t scream 
much, but I kept right on cutting with all the 
strength I had. 1 don’t know how many 
times I drove the kuife into her, but I guess it 
must have been a good many times. 

„Was there any one in the house besides 
you two!“ was ask 

No. I did it all myself and no one knew 
about it but me, was the murderer’s emphat- 
ic reply. 

The only part of the entire proceedings that 
the prisoner denied was that he drove the 
broomstick into the woman. 


Murderer Walsh’s Reputation, 


The officers who arrested Walsh say they 
have known him personally twenty years, and 
that he never seemed to be a vicious man. 
He had lived all his life with his father and 
mother, who are respectable hard-working 
people, and he had never been known to do a 
day’s unless it happened to be 
an odd job to t enough money to 
had been arrested 
for disorderly conduct but had never been 
guilty of any crime as far as is known. He is 

of all his faculties, and noth has 
ever been di that might be — — 
peculiar or unusual in his actions. 

Walsh does not look his years. He was 
either stupid or shamming when seen after 
his confession. In am interview he told the 
story as given in his confession. Capt. Blétt- 
ner showed him a blood-stained knife—an 
ordinary table-knife—which he unfalteringly 
declared was the knife with which he first 
struck his aunt. 

** Why did you mutilate her so awfully?” 

“Twas drunk and mad. I can’t give any 
other reason. She had always been kind to 
me and faithful to her husband. 

Walsh said he had gone to the house in the 
morning, and the police have the evidence of 
a butcher boy, Henry Morth, on this subject. 
Morth delivered meat at the house at 11 
o’clock. This meat was found in the little 
room where the murder was done, and the 
police concluded that Mrs. Walsh had begun 
to prepare her husband’s supper when the at- 
tack was made by her nephew. This would

EDUCATION TO GOVERN THEIR VOTES. 


The Political Preferences of German Lu- 
theran Ministers. 
The Illinois Conference of the German Lu- 


education question yesterday and frankly de- 
cided to be Republicans or Democrats, accord- 
ing as one or the other of these political 
parties would covenant to fight for the re- 
peal of the obnoxious school law, and to fight 
the opposition with all vigor.

WHEREAS, The transactions of the last Legisla- 
„ture show that all endeavors to correct the pres- 
ent Compulsory School law have been ineffectual 
by reason of mere party policy and personal 
jealousies ; and 
_ WHEREAS, It has become apparent that the law 
is of such a character that it cannot be freed of 
its obnoxious spirit by mere amendments, but 
must be unconditionally repealed; and 

WHEREAS, Tho repeal must not be made de- 
pendent upon any condition, because such condi- 
tion might give rise to various opinions and end- 
less strife, whereby the school question would 
again made a bone of contention, the law, 
however, remaining intact; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we demand an unconditional re- 
peal of the preseut Compulsory Schoo! law; and 

WHEREAS, However, we cannot obtain this end 
without the aid ot one of the two great political 
parties, but must unite all of our forces, even as 
one man, with one of these parties, to form a 

power which, as the election of Henry Raab, the 
tate School Superintendent, shows, controls the 
whole State; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we shall, for the sake of our 
conscience on the school question, unanimously 
support that party and its respective candidates 
which unreservedly sustains as to theechool law 
right principles aud furnishes us, in regard to the 
past as well as the future, the best guarantee for 
the maintenance of the same. 

Resolved, That the School committee, in ac- 
cordance with these resolutions, shall examine 
into the platforms and the state of affairs of botb 
political parties and determine accordingly with 
which party we shall vote. Further, the commit- 
tee submits that our School committee be author- 
ized to lead the coming campaign on tbe school 
question. 

_ Resolved, That the School committee be author- 
ized to fill vacancies, aud if necessary to increase 
its membership. 

At the morning session the paper on Ro- 
ligious Education of Children was discu 
at length, and papers relating to the education 
of children were read by the Rev. L. Hoelter 
and the Rev. Mr. Uffenbeck. The conference

There is probably not an American living 
who is better known or more widely honored 
than George W. Childs, editor of the Philadel- 
phia Ledger. He came from the most lowly 
surroundings, having been a newsboy and a 
clerk in a book store at starvation wages, 
within a stone’s throw of where the magnifi- 
cent Ledger building now stands; He had 
no help from outside sources in his 
early battles, and he had the added 
disadvantage of little or no education in his 
early struggles. His success in a newspaper 
way has been phenomenal, and he is now in 
receipt of a princely meome from his paper, 
much of which he spends each year in wise 
acts of generosity. His name has been a 
synonym for public charity for many years, 
and he has been the friend and counselor of 
rich and poor, of the great and the lowiy. 
Gen. Grant counted him as one of his trusted 
friends. The last visit Mr. Chilas paid to 
Chicago, and in fact the only one, was when 
he came here to meet Gen. Grant on his return 
from a trip around the world. 

Charles Dickens numbered Mr. Childs 
among his intimate friends. When Mr. and 
Mrs. Childs visited England in 1868 Dickens 
received them at his home, Gadshill. Mr. 
Childs said of this trip: “It was a most en- 
joyable visit, and it was enjoyable to see the 
love existing there; to see Dickens surrounded 
by his children, and the affection of his 


daughters for their aunt, Miss Hogarth. Mr. 


Childs has in his large collection of auto- 
graph letters and manuscripts many letters 
from Dickens and the manuscript of Our 
Mutual Friend.”’ 

Were His Intimate Friends. 


Mr. Childs knew ger ig Hage. and has 
the complete manuscript of t latter’s lect- 
ures on the Four Georges, which Thackery 
delivered in this country.

Tux Sioux City Journal thinks one result of 
the recent difficulty in Johnson County, Wyo., 
will be that the big ranchmen must go.

Wat he is about it “Farmer Hatch” 
ought not to let slip by him the opportunity 
to legislate further for the benefit of the 
farmer than he proposes by his Anti-Option 
bill. He should try to provide in some way 
against rain, which sometimes floods the 
fields; sunshine, which occasionally wilts his 

ps, and winds, which have ere this wrought 
great havoc among his buildings and live 
steck. It is true that without rain his grain 
would not sprout, and in the absence of sun- 
shine would fail to mature, while the strong 
wind often does good by clearing the atmos- 
phere and thus preventing‘ disease. If he 
should succeed in cutting off all sell- 
ing of produce for future delivery, except 
where the produce is actually owned by 
the seller at the time of sale, he would 
hardly benefit the farmer more than if by the 
exercise of a supernatural power he prohib- 
ited the action of forces which sometimes 
cause blistering heat, flooded fields, and dam- 
aging wind-storms. if he wishes to gain an 
idea of the way in which an utter absence of 
what is called speculation would holp the 
prices of grain and pork he might take a look 
at the current market prices for cattle and 
beef. They are notoriously low as compared 
with hogs and hog product. Suppose he 
should ask some intelligent person the reason 
for this, and be informed that the seller of cat- 
tle is obliged to accept whateyer figures are 
offered him by the men who purchase for 
slaughter or shipment, and that in the ab- 
sence of any speculative competition for the 
product these buyers are now paying the low- 
est prices that have ruled in the last quarter of 
a century, while the price of hogs is kept up 
. by the fact that large stocks of hog product 
are being cartzed by the speculative trade. 
These are conditions that will bear to be 
thought of by those who are inclined to vote 
for the Hatch bill in its present form. 


So THE saloon interest is still on top in the 
Chicago City Council. The very moderate 
proposition to give the property-owners in a 
residence block something to say in regard to 
the location of a saloon in their midst was nega- 
tived by the large vote of 48 to 17. Less than 
80 per cent of the Aldermen who voted on the 
measure are in favor of allowing the people 
to say whether or not they want saloons at 
their very doors. The rest have all registered 
themselves as under the thumb of the liquor 
interest and ready to sustain it in its at- 
tempted invasions of neighborhoods where it 
is not wanted by the residents. One would 
think the wholesale venders of spirits and 
beer would themselves be ashamed of this po- 
sition taken by their henchmen in the Council, 

if they have no sense of decency they 
would at least be afraid of the consequences 
of such a high-handed course of procedure, 
and that as a safety measure they would be 
villing to concede the permission to choose. 
«he character of this outrage upon the liber- 


* Tities of the citizen can hardly be appreciated 


by one who does not know that Chicago stands 
almost alone in this respect among all the 
cities of the Union. In New Orleans, the 
home of the lottery and the paradise of 
gamblers with cards, a new saloon cannot be 
opened except under practical permission 
from residents in the neighborhood. A simi- 
lar protection is aécorded the people of Den- 
ver, which has but recently emerged from the 
position of a mining town where gambling is 
the leading industry. And even in New York 
City, the home of Tammany, the granting of

having attached undies weight to the repre- 
sentations of certain priests who did not wish 
to see the Sabbath violated by saloons, in the 
vicinity of churches. It is reserved to Chica- 
goto present the disgraceful spectacle of a 
city so completely dominated by the whisky 
and brewing interests that ite-citizens have no 
nghts which they are bound to respect. 
Shame on the men whocan uphold such a 
monstrous wrong! 


THE STATE CONVENTION. 

The Illinois Republican State Convention 
meets at Springfield today, and will act for 
the Republicans of the third largest State in 
the Union. A responsibility rests on the 
members of the convention far greater than 
if they apoke for Florida or Rhode Island, 
Louisiana or New Hampshire. Therefore 
they should act deliberately and exercise their 
power only after they have “studied the situa- 
tion carefully. 

If the convention deems it wise to instruct 
for President Harrison it will do so, but be- 
fore that conclusion is reached the delegates 
should satisfy themselves that they will do no 
harm by a seeming attempt to lay down the 
law to the three great States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Ohio and to impose on 
them a candidate who may not be their choice 
when the 7th of June arrives. ‘Those com- 
manding States are still studying the Presi- 
dential problem. Shall Illinois attempt to 
answer it for them a month in advance? 
President Harrison may be nominated at 
Minneapolis. If so it will be because the 
three States mentioned above have satisfied 
themselves by that time that that is the best 
thing todo. The Illinois convention cannot 
read the future, and does not know whether 
they will act thus or not. It may make an 
unlucky guess or a fortunate one. 

It should not be forgotten that Illinois is not 
a doubtful State. New York is both a doubt- 
ful and a necessary one. It would be better 
to leave the latter to exercise a free choice 
and not to seek to force its hand. Senator 
Conkling said in 1880: 

The supreme need of the hour is not a candi- 
date whocan carry Michigan. All Republican 
candidates can do that. The need is not a candi- 
date popular in the Territories, because the Ter- 
ritories have no vote. The need is of a candi- 
date who can carry doubtful States. » 

As New York is a doubtful State, and as the 
Republicans must have it to win—for Indiana 
is not to be depended upon, and enough of 
the new States may be lost to neutralize their 
votes—it may be better to wait and hear what 


the delegates from New York have to say re- 


garding candidates before insisting that they 
shall take a particular person. They will be 
likely to know better than any outsiders who 
can carry for the Republican party a State 
which gave the Democratic candidate for 
Governor 48,000 majority last fall. Asa mat- 
ter of political expediency, therefore, it wouid 
seem wiser to Jet the big gune talk first, and 
not run the risk of seeming to attempt to dic- 
tate to them, , 

If the convention decides that it is better to 


postpone the nomination of a President to the 


7th of June and if it wishes to give to, the 
counsel] of Illinois the greatest possible weight 
in the Minneapolis convention it should put 
on the list of delegates the leadipg men in the 
State. Such names as those of ex-Gov. Ogles- 
by and Gov. Fifer suggest tbemselves at once. 
There has been talk of putting Senator Cullom 
at the head of che delegation. But why? He 
does not seem to take interest enough in the 
matter to attend the convention, as Senator 
Hiscock did che one held in his State. Does 
he mean to telegraph on from Washington 
and order the place reserved for him as he 


“would a sleeping-car berth? It would be in 


better taste for him not to insist on 
the honor, which he has often enjoyed, which 
is not hing to him, but much to others. While 
he was still a candidate for the Presidency 
various gentlemen became candidates for 
delegates-at-large. Among them was Mr. 
Tracy of Senator Cullom’s own city, the Pres- 
ident of the League of Young Men’s Repub- 
lican clubs. To choose Senator Cullom would 
be tothrow him out. The former could not 
do a more gracious act than to yield to his 
young townsmadn. It is wise to encourage the 
young Republicans. These honorary posi- 
tions mean a great deal to them and stimulate 
them to redoubled exertions. The old stagers, 
who are convention veterans, should give the 
young men a show. It will be a paying in- 
vestment. 

It is in the power of the convention to adopt 
an ultra or a moderate protection platform. 
If it deems it wise to do so it will iudorse the 
McKinley law as a whole. But it has not been 
adopted as yet as the party creed, and is, there- 
fore, subject to legitimate critici¢m. It is the 
work of fallible man, and as such may be sup- 
posed to have defects, the pointing out of 
which is not an evidence of disloyaity. As an 
infallible convention has not yet decided that 
that law is an itemized statement of the Re- 
publican position on the question of protec- 
tion it is permissible to point out the polit- 
ical unwisdom of making it an article of 
faith. The convention has been invi- 
ted to listen to the voice of Ohio,“ which 
indorsed the McKinley law last fall. If that 
argument has any weight the convention 
should listen also to the voice of New York. 
It is not a still small one.“ The party 
which indorsed the McKinley law from top to 
bottom was defeated in New York by 48,000 
votes by the one which did not indorse it. 
This expression of feeling took place more 
than a year after the law went into force. 
The Republican party may get along without 
a perfervid indorsement of the McKinley law, 
but it cannot get along without New York. 
We want a stiff protection resolution. but not 
any idolatrous worship of the McKinley bill. 

Tue Tabus hopes that the convention 
will take no hasty action on any one of these 
three points; that it will not assume a position 
which it cannot defend with good reasons ; and 
that the future will vindicate the wisdom of 
whatever course it may adopt. 


THE FASCINATIONS OF OFFICE. 

The Boiler Inspector is required by ordi- 
nance to make a sworn report to the Control- 
ler by the 10th of each month, stating in de- 
tail the fees collected by him, and to turn 
over half of them to tho city, he to retain the re- 
mainder for his own pay. It appears from these 
reports, the truthfulness of which cannot be 
disputed, since they are accompanied by affi- 
davits, that for the months from May to Oc- 
tober inclusive the total receipts were $316; 
for the next two months they were $1,184, and 
for January and February they were $84. It 
is evident that the total. personal receipts of 
the Boiler Inspector from May to February, 
inclusive, were but $792, which would be a 
little over $900 for the entire year, or less than 
a policeman’s pay. 

The Inspector was in business for himself 
before he began working for the city. He had 
a boiler shop, which must have brought him 
in more than the meager returns from his of- 
fice. His position is an important one. It is 
his duty to discover the defects of boilers—as 
in the Warren Springer establishment, for in- 
stance—and see that they are remedied. A 
man in such a responsible position ought to 
have more than $900 a year, and the puzzie is 
what fascination there is about a place which 
entails such hard work and pays so little. 
Why should a man hang on to it, merely that 
his name may be on the city pay-roll? Doubt- 


demur and protest, and use all the influence 
at his disposal to hang on. 

But it may be that the Inspector does not 
work so hard after all. The fees for inspect- 
ing a boiler are $3. It appears from his re- 
turns that between May 1 and Feb. 29 he in- 
spected 524. It is estimated that there are 
about 12,000 boiters in the city. This may be 
excassive, but if there are only 6,000 how did 
it happen that the Inspector examined but 
about oné-twelfth of them? If 5,500 were left 
uninspected there must be many boilers as 
dangerous as those of Springer, which may 
blow up any minute with even more disas- 
trous consequences. The pay of the Inspector 
seems to be low according to his returns, but 
that would not warrant his shirking his duties. 
He should either resign, which he seems dis- 
inclined to do, or hustle around and attend to 
his business, 

It is curious how the receipts of an office 
dwindle when the city is taken into partner- 
ship. Up to a year or so ago the Inspector 
pocketed all the fees. There was a strong be- 
lief then that he made about $26,000 a year. 
This is doubtless an excessive estimate, but 
$10,000 would not be too high. The city 
thought it would like to share in the receipts 
and passed the ordinance calling on the In- 
spector to divide the fees. As a result they 
shrink to less than $2,000, though the number 
of boilers to be inspected is increasing. This 
whole subject is an interesting one, and is well 
worthy of the investigation which the Council 
intends giving it. 

THE MAN WITH THREE SALARIES. 

What Tan Trisune has had to say about 
the salary-grabbing habits of Auditor Pavey 
has stirred. up the Springtield papers to wrath 
almost too deep for utterance. They have 


rallied round that persecuted lamb with a 


zeal which would be surprising if its motive 
were not so plain. The ox knoweth his 
owner, and the ass his master’s erib.“ The 
worthless existence of those papers is main- 
tained by the advertising pap fed out to them 
by Pavey, either as head of the Insurance 
Department or Bank Inspector or of some of 
the other offices for which he draws pay. 
If the Auditor were to withdraw his 
support from any one of these Spring- 
field organs it would shrivel up and 
die. As it is now, so has it been 
from the beginning. They have been 
reared on State printing, and they always kiss 
the hand that holds the nursing bottle. They 
were for Lippincott, for Needles, and for their 
successo1s. They are always for the man who 
gives out the advertising. What they have to 
say at this time, therefore, represents simply 
the fear and anger of Pavey. He speaks 
through them. And as the prompter breathes 
the puppet squeaks. Study the papers of 
the State, and where there is a Pavey indorse- 
ment on one page there is generally a State 
advertisement on another. If Pavey had no 
advertising at his disposal the Springfield pa- 
pers would sing another song. 

In this connection it is interesting to notice 
that the Chicago News, which has a con- 
siderable circulation in Coox County, and 
does not get any advertising from Auditor 
Pavey, has accurately estimated the value of 
his salary-grabbing propensities as a cam- 
paign issue. The News of last evening 
says: 

ONE ISSUE. 

The most interesting proceedings of the co nven- 
tion promise to be in regard to the Auditorship— 
to the nomination for which no one can lay claim 
with that degree of confidence and certitude 
which now characterize Mr. Fifer's aspirations to 
the Gubernatorial or Mr, Hertz’s ambition for the 
Treasuryship caudidacy. Moreover, an interest- 
ing principle and one of much impertance to Re- 
publican success is involv 

The present incumbent, Mr. Pavey, is a candi- 
date. His incumbency has been distinguished by 
a continuous and systematic taking of fees and 
emoluments squarely in defiance of the constitu- 
tional law. His for renomination has 
not been distinguished either a sign of re- 
pentance ora promise of reformation. For an- 
other candidate, Mr. Stassen of Will County, it 
is promised by his friends that he will pledge 
himself to take only the lawful wage of the 
office. 

With the issue thus clearly defined between the 
candidates it appears tobe simply a matter of 
whether the Republican party desires to indorse 
or repudiate fee and salary hooking. The decis- 
ion on this point will be as interesting to 
the people as anything tha convention is likely to 
do. 


It will not be amiss here to quote again the 
paragraph of Gov. Fifer’s message relating to 
the Auditor’s office. It is as follows: 

Various and responsible duties have from time 
to time been cast by law upon the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts; duties that do not, it would seem, 
belong to that office. In addition to his ordinary 
duties as Auditor this officer is required to look 
after the large and ever increasing insurance 
business of this State; also the inspection of 
banks incorporated under our statutes. Thus 
three offices have in effect been combined in one. 
That a proper discharge of the duties of Bank In- 
spector and Commissionér of Insurance requires 
some special training or qualifications 
{which Auditor Pavey has not] will be 
conceded by all who are in any way 
familiar with these subjects. Many of the States 
have separated these offices, and I recommend 
that a similar law be enacted by the present Gen- 
eral Assembly, and that such.officer be required to 
perform all the duties that are now required of 
the Auditor respecting the insurance business of 
the State and the inspection of banks. I think it 
will be found that the fees earned by the office 
will make it self-sustaining, not only defraying 
the ordinary expenses for conducting the office, 
but also paying the salary of the incumbent. 
Recent developments in the State prove the neces- 
sity for such an office. 


This reasonable and just recommendation 
of Gov. Fifer was embodied in a bill which 
was defeated in the Legislature by the shame- 
less lobbying and incessant importunity of 
C. W. Pavey, who desired to and did grab the 
salaries of three offices for himself. 

The chief competitor of Pavey before the 
Springfield convention is Mr. Stassen of Will 
County, who has pledged himself if elected to 
be content with the salary of one office—that 
of State Auditor—and not to oppose the pas- 
sage of a bill which shall divorce the duties of 
the Insurance Commissioner and the State 
Bank Inspector trom the Auditor's office. 
Between Stassen, who is content with one 
office and one salary, and Pavey, who wishes 
to appropriate to himself three offices and 
three salaries, the State convention shoula be 
able to make a swift and certain choice. 


WELCOME TO GEORGE W. CHILDS. 

Mr. George W. Childs of Philadelphia, who 
needs no introduction to the people of Chica- 
go, is at present the special guest of all the 
guilds of the art preservative in this city, 
while en route to Colorado Springs to take an 
honored part in the dedication of the Home 
tor Union Printers, which has been made 
possible largely by his benefactions.

WHAT WILL CULLOM DO WITH IT? 

Tun Tarsune regréts to say that up to the 
hour of going to press it has received no au- 
thentic information from Senator Cullom as 
to what he means to do with the Republican 
State convention in Springfield today. It is 
believed in Washington, if not in any other 
place, that Senator Cullom will control the 
convention; that it will ascertain his wishes 
and proclaim them in speech and action; that 
if the Senator says Thumbs up 1, 200 dele- 
gates will turn their Angers to the sky, while 
if he says Thumbs down” they will obedi- 
ently point in the opposite direction. 1 his is 
the situation in Illinois as it is interpreted in 
Washington. Allowing for the Jiability to er- 
ror of the wisest minds when they are far re- 
moved from the scene of action, it is doubtless 
what the immediate supporters in Washington 
of the senior Senator from Illinois hope may 
be true. Republicans in Washington have a 
reason for believing it, as the senior Senator 
himself has said it. He has owned the soft 
impeachment that he is the Boss of Illinois, 
The responsibilities of power rest heavily 


upon him. He cannot escape them if he 


would; he would not if he could, Such is the 
story. 

What is the fact? 

The senior Senator is so positive that the 
convention will do as he says that he has not 
considered it to be necessary to deliver his 
message in person, He will not go to Spring- 
field to give out his orders. It is, he believes, 
sufficient for him to send bis adjutant from 
tho Second Controller’s office in Washington, 
and through him make known the program 
which he has proposed. It is the intention 
that Mr. Ace Matthews shall be Chairman 
of the convention, and that the Senator him- 
self shall be a delegate-at-large and Chairman 
of the delegation to Minneapolis. Mr. John 
R. Tanner is to be the member of the Nation- 
al committee, and another deputy-boss is to be 
rewarded with a place of emolument and 
power.

How 
grievous it will be to our good President to 
discover that he has been made the victim of 
a game of political bunko! If Senator Cul- 
lom shall prove to be really not a simon-pure, 
old-gold boss after all, but merely an imita- 
tion of the genuine article, as we have found 
it in New York and Pennsylvania, what amaze- 
ment there will be in Washington!

THAT COAL TRUST. 

Never yet was an infamy sovile that it 
could not find an apologist, provided the par- 
ty needing it was willing and able to pay a 
good round price for the service. The foulest 
murderer has no difficulty in getting an able 
lawyer to defend him in court unless he have 
the misfortune to be poor as well as criminal. 
The mountain bandit of the Old World has 
his friends among the peasantry, and the cat- 
tle-thief of the Western plains his sympathiz- 
ers among men who are reputedly honest cit- 
izens. So the coal trust does not lack defend- 
ersand apologists. Its managers need not 
seck far to find men willing to echo 
their claim that the intent of the combination 
is to do justice, to equalize matters as be- 
tween different classes of consumers; to ben- 
efit instead of to oppress. 

It is a queer way these conspirators have of 
trying to do good in thecommunity. First of 
all, they propose to disband a lot of workers, 
getting along with the least possible amount 
of labor, and presumably to pay those who are 
allowed to work less per day than they have 
thus far received under somewhat of com peti- 
tion between employing miners. Secondly, 
they do not intend to charge to consumers in 
Pennsylvania any less than heretofore, but 
will make all others pay more in order that 
„all may be treated precisely alike.”’ From 
Buffalo eastward, New York City northward, 
and Chicago westward, the scale of prices is 
to be raised, and for the simple reasen that 
consumers in all the broad areas affected by 
the decision have been getting their coal too 
cheaply. Those consumers ought to be 
ashamed of themselves for having bought 
their anthracite coal too low in the past,there- 
by taking a base advantege of the poor manu- 
facturers in the Pittsburg region, where nat- 
ural gas and native petroleum have formed 
but a partial offset to the meanness of all the 
people of the United States who live north 
and west of that territory. 

The injustice is to be remedied not by 
charging to Pennsylvanians prices which the 
sellers are said to have contentedly received 
in full payment from all else, but to bring up 
the balance by making the outsiders pay 
more. The already rich consolidation, fat- 
tened on long time selling of high priced coal 
to the public, is now to gorge at an increased 
rate, its members cramming themselves on 
the false plea that otherwise the carrying lines 
will be bankrupt and the miners have to pay 
starvation wages to their employés. As well 
might the tapeworm cry out for more food to 
be supplied to the poor wretch at whose ex- 
pense it lives and thrives. Forit goes without 
saying that these parasites have in the past 
sucked out of the properties all the life blood 
they could extract, and filled up the void with 
so much water, the thinness of which they 
now allege as a reason for richer feeding at 
the expense of the great public. 

This program for extortion is explained 
by certain high-toned papers in Pennsylvania 
as perfectly correct and justifiable. They 
have heard the promise that for themselves 
there will be no advance in prices. It is only 
the rest of the coal consumers in the United 
States who are to be discriminated against in 
their favor. Apparently they are foolish 
enough to believe it, They seem to have no 
more sense than to imagine that the oppressor 
will leave them untouched after haviag placed 
all the rest under his grindmg heel. They 
may as well be told at once that their reason- 
ing is false. They can never succeed in rec- 
onciling the people to the extortion which 
seems to have been resolved on, and if such 
athing were possible they might soon find 
theinselves in a position similar to that of the

ARE NOT INSTRUCTED. 


REMARKABLE UTTERANCES OF 
TWO PHILADELPHIA PAPERS. 


The Newspaper Edited by the Late Minis. 
ter to Russia~Wants a Consulting Con-; 
vention—The Highest Compliment That 
Can Be Paid to the President—“ Let Our 
Delegates Go to Minneapolis Free aod 
Unfettered ’~—Opinions of Other Reput- 


lican Newspapers. 

Philadelphia Press (Rep.). Charles Emory 
Smith's paper: The purpose of the party ought 
to be reasonably well-defined at the present time. 
The most significant thing evident in looking 
over the action of the State and District conven- 
tions is the great number’of uninstructed delega- 
tions. In this respect the Minneapolis conven- 
tion will take precedence of any blican Na- 
tional convention yet held. The thern States 
have, wo believe, instructed all thefr representa- 
tives so far appointed to yote and work for Mr. 
Harrison’s renomination, Butin the Northern 
States, the delegates from which will claim it as 
their right to make the nomination. as it must be 
their task to elect the candidate, ingtractions are 
in the main absent. Every Republican State con- 
vention in the North, with the exception of Colo- 
rado, has spoken warmly in. favor of President 
Harrison’s Aiministration, but Indiana alone 
has given its delegates binding instructions to 
vote for his renomination. 

This situation is likely to make the Minneapolis 
convention unique, not only in the Republican 


party, but in American political history. It will 
contain a larger number of men than have ever 


mot in such an assembly who will be free to fol- 
low the dictates of their own calm judgment. 
This will make the convention preéminently a de- 
liberative body. I: will be hampered in its action 
by no cast-iron instructions, but will be free to do 
what it believes is best both for the country and 
the party, The delegates from Maine to Oregon 
will come together and talk over the situation 
and then be ready to take such action as may ap- 
pear best without any violation of instructions 
given them at a time and on an occasion when the 
real interest of the party ina broad sense could 
not be comprehended. 

This is a situation honorable alike to the Re- 
publican party and to the President. It shows 
that the party has outgrown bossism. It shows 
also that the overwhelming majority of the worth 
and intelligence of the country is in the Repub- 
lican party, and that it has asserted itself in the 
control of the organization. It means that the sober 
common sense of the people has led them to take 
the management of political affairs into their own 
hands, and propose to control the party’s nomi- 
nation and policy. Itis honorable to the Presi- 
dent also. It proves that he has used none of the 
vast power that rests in his hands to secure a re- 
newed hoid upon the office, but has left the party 
free to express its convictions at caucuses, pri- 
maries, and State conventions. No man can say 
that Benjamin Harrison has lifted a finger to 
bring about his own renomination or to hamper 
the action of the Republican party in any way. 

This fact marks one of the longest advances 
made toward political purity this century has 
witnessed. It is a degree of political liberty no 
other party has ever reached, and proves again 
that the Republican party grows with the growth 
of the people, That the Minneapolis convention 
will use wisely this new found patitical liberty 
there is no fear. It will obey the deliberate de- 
cision of the great majority of the party 
in making a nomination for President. 
That Mr. Harrison has for some time 
been and is now the choice of that ma- 
jority is evident to every one who attempts to in- 
terpret the situation with unbiased judgment. 
The nomination coming to him in this way will 
carry with it additional honor. As THE CHICAGO

The Situation Reviewed, 

Philadelphia Inquirer (Rep.): There will be few 
delegates from Pennsylvania who are at heart for 
Harrison. Most of them are out and out Blaine 
meu. In at least three districts Harrison in- 
structions were voted down, while Philadelphia 
and two or three other counties passed instruc- 
tions for Blaine. There is a kindly feeling for 


Harrison, and if Blaine’s name is not used 


it is probable that the delegation will turn 
up for Harrison in the end, But there 
will not be a dosen Harrison 
men in the entire number of sixty-four. Ohio is 
divided, the Foraker following being opposea to 
the President. Most of the Southern delegates 
are for Harrison because there are officeholders 
in tne delegations, but the South is always a 
mighty uncertain quantity in National conven- 
tions. Outside the South Missouri and Nebraska 
alone have instructed for Harrison, while Col- 
orado and the silver States threaten to bolt the 
ticket if he is nominated. The silver States. it 
may be added, are willing to sink their silver 
views if Blaine can be named. 

Such is the situation as it stands today. Blaine 
is not to be considered a candidate. He has de- 
clared it himself. There are those who believe 
that if the convention should fall back upon him 
with the declaration that he alone could unite 
the party he could not and would not refuse, If 
such a sentiment could be created at the conven- 
tion it is not improbable that the delegates would 
turn to Him. But should he again refuse, and in 
such a manner as to leave no doubt that he would 
not respond to a draft into the service, then the 
Harrison opposition would be forced to find some 
one else upon whom to unite. It is doubtful if the 
Blaine forces could be heid together for any one 
else. The magic name of Blaine would sweep the 
convention, but next to Blaine it would seem at 
this time as if Harrison's name is all-powerful. 
The prospects are, therefore, that if it is not to be 
Blaine it will be Harrison, although it must be 
admitted that ift New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 


‘Jowa, and the silver States should be able to 


cemmand the majority of their delegations aud 
throw them against the President the situation 
would be somewhat complicated. 

But all calculations at this time must be pure 
guesswork. The opposition will be powerful 
enough to command respect or else it will go to 
pieces and the President will be renominated 
practically unanimously. But we shall see what 
we shall see.

BRITISH DEFEATED IN WEST AFRICA. 


Battle Took Place 100 Miles from Free- 
town, Sierra Leone — Natives Intrenched. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 3.— (Special. — 

Consul Bowser at Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, on the west coast of 
north of Liberia, in a commu- 
nication to the State Department received to- 
day reports a battle between British troops and 
natives, resulting in the defeat of the former. 
A Captain of the Royal Artillery was killed 
and many soldiers were wounded. ‘A large 
force has been sent against the natives by 
the government,“ continues the Consul, 
“and it threatens to become a serious mat- 
ter. It is rumored here that the French are 
assisting the natives to secure certain territ>- 
ry and trade that the English now control.

DEATH OF R. D. FOWLER IN LONDON, ENG. 


Stricken with Typhoid-Fever After a Tour 
Through Egypt. 

Robert D. Fowler, a director in the Anglo- 
American Provision company, which was in- 
corporated to succeed the firm of Fowler 
Bros., died yesterday in London of typhoid- 
fever. In company With his brother, the Rev. 
Canon Fowler, he had recently traveled

down with typhoid-fever. The disease resulted 
fatally in Robert Fowler’s case in less than a 
week.

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TO DOWN THE CHURCH. 


LIVELY DEBATE BY SOCIETY FOR 
ENGLISH DISESTABLISHMENT. 


In the Course of His Argument Dr. Wat- 
son Was Moved to Attack the Puritan 
Fathers—Hot Objections Were Made to 
His Remarks—Dr. Brown Set Matters 
Right by a Good-Humored Speech— 
True Bill Found Against Proprietors of 
“ Commonweal.” 

[SPEOIAL CABLE.] 

Loxbox, May 3.—The Society for the Dises- 
tablishu, ent and Disendowment of the State 
Church of England, more popularly known as 
the Liberation Society, began its triennial 
conference today. For the first time in its 
history women delegates were admitted. Dr. 
Spence Watson, a prominent Quaker and lead- 
ing Liberal caucus man, presided. In the 
course of an argument against a State Church 
Dr. Watson stirred up an excitement by his 
criticism of the Puritans. When those noble 
men, the Puritan fathers, he said, sought 
across the Atlantic that religious freedom 
which was denied them here they soon became 
the State Church of America [cries of NO“ 
and deteriorated. Presently they began to 
persecute those of differing religious belief 
and to whip the Quakers.“ [Cries of No!“ 
„Question!“ “It’s true!“ Shame!“ etc., 
mingled with cheers and counter cheers.] The 
confusion was so great that Dr. Watson could 
not proceed for sometime. He was finally 
permitted to goon, though he valiantly re- 
fused to withdraw the remarks which had 
been objected to. Later in the discussion Dr. 
Brown caused a renewal of the tumult by a 
passionate defense of the Puritans, but he 
succeeded in getting the sympathy of both 
factions in the audience before he finished, 
and his peroration was greeted with cheers 
and laughter. The fathers never whipped 
anybody, he declared, and besides, they 
were all dead at the time the alleged persecu- 
tion ot the Quakers occurred.“ This very 
effective defense of tho much maligned 
Puritans caused ill-feeling to be banished 
by laughter, and the remainder of the 
proceedings were entirely harmonious. A 
spirit of confidence in the coming victory of 
the Liberal party pervaded the conference. 
Mr. Gladstone’s acceptance of the principle 
of disestablishment for Wales was referred to 
as a sure precursor of the indorsement of the 
whole program of the society by the Liberal 
leader, despite the well-known fact that Mr. 
Gladstone has made strong arguments against 

the setting aside of the English establishment. 

The importance of the disestablishment 
movement lies iu the fact that the question 
will be the dominant one in British politics 
after that of home rule has been got out of 
the way. The Liberal party is sure to split on 
it, and great shifting of-party lines may be 
looked for when this issue becomes upper- 
most. 


TRUE BILL AGAINST ANARCGISTS, 


Nichol and Mowbray of the “ Common- 
weal” Held for Trial. ° 

Loxpox, May 3.—The grand jury today re- 
turned a true bill against Charles Wilfred 
Mowbray, publisher, and David John Nichol, 
editor of the Anarchist paper, Commonweal, 
for “soliciting and encouraging certain 
persons unknown to murder certain other 
persons—towit: The Rt, Hon. Henry Mat- 
thews, Secretary of State for the Home De- 
partment; Sir Henry Hawkins, one of the 
Justices of the High Court of Justice; and 
William Melville, an Inspector in the Metro- 
polit an Police.“ 

The prosecution is based upon an article 
that was recently published in the Common- 
weal in connection with the conviction before 
Justice Hawkins of four of the Walsall An- 
archists. The Loudon police at once seized 
the paper and arrested Mowbray and Nichol. 
Mowbray disavowed any connection with the 
paper, stating to Mr. Justice Vaughan in the 


his connection with the paper when the arti- 
cle in question appeared. Nichol acknowl- 
edged that he wrote the article, and said that 
Mowbray knew nothing about it. Notwith- 
standing Nichol’s statement both prison- 
ers were held for the grand jury, with the re- 
sult above announced. 

Succession to the Earldom of Stamford. 

A case involving the legal succession to the 
Earldom of Stamford, which has been before 
the House of Lords for some time, was decid- 
ed today in favor of the present Earl, the 
ninth holder of the title. The eighth Earl, 
who died in June, 1890, left a son whose 
mother was a negress of Cape Colony. The 
Earl married the negress, but this son was 
born prior to the marriage. The House of 
Lords’ decision declares that this son is ille- 
gitimate and therefore has no claim on the 
title. The son made no contest to establish 
his legitimacy. 

[The earldom of Stamford is among the oldest 
peerage in England, having been created in 1628. 

he Earl also has the title of Baron Grey of Gro- 

by. which title was created in 1603. The present 
Earl is William Grey, son of the late Rev. Will- 
iam Grey, brother of the eighth Earl. He was 
born April 18, 1850, and from 1878 to 1883 was Pro- 
fessor of Classics at Codrington College, Barba- 
dos. He is unmarried. } 

Verdi's Opinion of Mascagni, 

Verdi, while conversing recently with a 
musical critic, expressed at some length his 
opinion of the gifts and works of the new 
opera composer Mascagni. He said: Mas- 
cagni is talented. He writes with admirable 
spontaneity aad facility. Perhaps his works 
show a lack of groundwork which older com- 
posers have acquired, but he has introduced 
an effective innovation by composing short 
operas. Formerly opera composers were 
hampered at having to fill out their works so 
that the performance of any one of them 

would last a whole evening and were obliged 
to introduce tedious spinning-out devices.“ 
Foot and Mouth Disease in England. 

Mr. Chaplin, President of the Board of Ag- 
riculture, has written a letter on the subject 
of the epidemic of toot and mouth disesse 
among cattle in Great Britain. He says that 
the disease is now confined to Kent and Perth- 
shire, and he expects that it will be extirpated 
within a fow weeks.

The Standard’s Shanghai correspondent 
says: China will request a renewal for six 
months of the prohibition of the exportation 
of arms to Hongkong, which was made in 
consequence of the Mazon affair. The request 
for renewal will be due to the activity of secret 
societies. 

A Budget of London Items. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales have re- 
turned to London after their visit to Cap 
Martin, in the south of France.

Interesting Census Statistics Concerning 
the Number of Families in Illinois. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 3.—!Special.]— 
According to the census bulletin issued today 
on dwellings and families in places having a 
population of more than 2,500 inhabitants it 
appears that the number in such places in II- 
linois in 1890 was 669,812, against 538,221 in 
1880, and that the average number of persons 
to a dwelling in 1890 was 5.71, against 5.72 in 
1880. There were 778,015 families in the State 
in 1890, against 591,934 in 1880. The total 
number of dwellings in Chicago in 1890 is 
laced at 127,871 and the total number of fami- 
ies 220,320. ere are 96,493 dwellings, or near- 
ly 75 per cent of the whole number, which 
contain from one to ten persons and 31,378, 
or 24.54 per cent, which contain more than 
ten persons. The total population of Chicago 
is about evenly divided between the two 
classes Of dwellings, 558,927 being in dwell- 
ings having from one to ten occupants and 
923 in dwellings containing more than ten 
persons. The average number of families to

NOT. SEEKING A LOAN. 


WORLD’S FAIR DIRECTORS EX- 
PLAIN THEIR POSITION FULLY. 


* 

The Special Committee Reports to the 

Board and Outlines the Reasons Why 

an Appropriation Should Be Made by 

the Government’ on the Same Basis 

as the One Made by the City of Chiexgo 

~All Pledges So Far Faithfully Kept by 
the Citizens and Fair Officials, 


World's Fair Directors yesterday placed 
themselves on record as to what they want 
from Congress in the way of assistance. At a 
special meeting of the board the directors 
made a firm stand for the bill which is now in 
the Durborow committee, providmg that 
$5,000,000 be appropriated, anc that such pro 
rata amount be returned on that sum from 
the proceeds of the Exposition as 1s paid back 
to the City of Chicago and the individual 
stockholders. 

This action, the most important of the board 
for months, was taken by the uuanimous adop- 
tion of the report submitted by the committee 
which last week returned from Washington. 
The members were Directors Gage, Walker, 
Waller, Baker, Winston, Butterworth, and 
Odell. 

Afterreciting the itinerary of the commit- 
tee and its belief that further action should 
not be taken by the directory until after the 
report of the Dockery subcommittee, and that 
the responsibility for the pecessary legisla- 
tion to effectuate the purposes and objects of 
the Exposition should rest with Congress 
rather than with this board or the City of Chi- 
cago,”’ the committee in its report says in 
substance: 

We, believed and in the presentation of the 
matter to the committee we insisted that the City 
of Chicago and our Board of Directors had fully 

rformed all obligations imposed by the act of 
Yongress authorizing and directing the holding 
of the Exposition, and that Congress should now 

rovide by wise and proper legislation for the 
ull discharge of ali duties assumed by the gov- 


ernu.ent under such legislative act. 

The commission is the immediate represerta- 
tive of the government and is clothed under and 
by the express terms of the act of Congress with 
exclusive jurisdiction over certain matters essen- 
tial to the work of préparation and conduct of 
che Exposition. iy 

The law also provides that this corporation 

shall prepare a site, plans, and specifications of 
buildings, and after approval of the same by the 
commission shall providé the sum of $10,000,000 to 
be expended in the preparation .of the grounds 
and the construction of buildings, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary. 
Co imposed no other pecuniary condition 
or obligation upon eithér the corporation or the 
City of Chicago, and this obligation has been 
f discharged. 


Position of the Commission. 


The law also uires that the “ commission 
shall prepare a classification of exhibits and de- 
termine the plan and scope of the Exposition. 
At a regular session of the commission held in 
November, 1890, a system of classification of ex- 
hibits was adopted, and the commission then re- 
solved that it would approve plans and specifica- 
tions for suitable and adequate ‘buildings in 
which to make the display under the Department 
of Classification” as created by the com- 
mission. Tentative plans of the buildings 
were prepa and submitted to the 
mission and formally approved. 
these plans provided apace for exhibiters largely 
in excess of any exhibition heretofore held, yet it 
appears that such space is not excessive, but, on 
trary, is not adequate for the exhibits that

000 towards meeting the necessary exvenses of 
the Exposition, and that it should receive out of 
the revenues the same relative or pro rata 
amount as the City of Chicago and the stock- 
holders of this corporation, This would preserve 
the national character of the Exposition in ac- 
cordance with the true intent of Congress as ex- 
pressed by the act of April . 1890, and preserve 
the equities of the several parties. 

By direction of the 328 Congress the 
President of the United States has advised the 
nations of the world that under the direction of 
this government a National and Intergational Ex- 

sition would be held ia the City of Chicago, and 

as invited such nations to participate therein. 
Fifty-nine foreign nations have already accepted 
the invitation, and havea right to assume that 
the government from which such invitations have 
been received will continue its jurisdiction over 
the Exposition, and its national character 
will not be changed by any action of the legis- 
lative department of the government, 


Should Not Be a Loan, 


It has been suggested that an appropriation 
made by the government to secure the completion 
and preparation of the buildings in time for the 
opening ceremonies should be inthe form ofa 
loan to our corporation. Your committee believes 
that an appropriatien by way of a loan would not 
be in accordance or in harmony with the Lr of 
the law under which we have prosecuted to the 
present time all work connected with the Exposi- 
tion. We believe that such Legislation would do 
violence to the theory of the relationship of the 
government to the Exposition; that in effect it 
would be a notice to the world that after all nations 
had been invited to participate in this Nation- 
al and International Exposition” as the honored 
guests of our Nation, Congress had refused all 
aid, all responsibility in the matter, except as a 
mere lender of money with ample security and 
priority of lien. We do not believe that the rep- 
resentatives of the people will subject the gov- 
ernment to this humiliation. If Congress has ap- 
propriated moneys to construct certain buildings 
for the promotion of the Exposition it would 
seem to follow that Congress could appropri- 
ate other moneys to be used in the construction 
of other buildings for the same general purposes, 
and that the government could retain a property 
interest in such buildings to the extent of the 
money aypropriated for their construction, and 


that when such buildings shall be finally disposed 


of the government’s interest could be protected 
pro rata to the extent of its appropriation or in- 
terest therein. 
The present Congress has also recognized the 
Exposition as a National enterprise, and has ap- 
inted committees with special jurisdiction. 
‘he House of Representatives on Feb. 8 last 
adopted resolutions of inquiry concerning the 
management of the World's Fair and expendi- 
tures therefor,”’ and “the sum t may ome 
necessary to complete the same and prepare the 
Exposition for opening its gates to visitors.“ 
The resolution provided, among other things, that 
the expenses of the committee should be paid out 
of the contingent fund of the House in sums 
not to exceed $500 at one time.“ This action of 
the House of Representatives affirms that the 
City of Chicago has complied with the require- 
ments of the original act relating o the amount 
of money that this city should provide for the pur- 
of the Exposition. Neither the city of 
‘hicago, nor its citizens, are requesting of Con- 
gress any appropriation in aid of the obligations 
assumed by them under the act of Congress, but, 
on the contrary, your committee is only required 
to bring to the attention of Vongress the amount 
of monev necessary tu prepare tne Exposition 
for opening its gates to visitors.” 


What Will Be Required, 


It is estimated that an additional sum of at 
least $8,000,000 will be required to make such nec- 
essary preparations, and the city pledges itself to 
— 1 an additional sum, if necessary, of $3,000,- 

for the completion ef such work and assume 
the necessary expenses of each of the departments 
from their organization until the close of the Ex- 
position, and this charge will amount to more 
than one-half the appropriation requested of 
Congress. 5 

Your committee assumes that it will not be de- 
nied that the departments are as necessary to tho 
success of the Exposition as the buildings them- 
selves, and all these expenses are necessary 
charges. The amount of money provided and 
appropriated for the purposes of the Exposition, 
irrespective of the government, is as follows;

DEMAND A FAIR REPRESENTATION. 


Chicago Congregatidnalists’ Attitude Con- 
cerning Foreign Missions. 

The annual meeting of the Congregational 
Association of Chicago was held yesterday at 
the Warren Avenue Church.
